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Report of Police Department 


The year 1966, proved that the northern section of our State 
is rapidly becoming involved in the great expansion of tourist 
trade and recreation. Even though our highways are showing a 
great increase in the flow of traffic, our accident rate has been 
extremely low. This, we believe, was due to the presence of our 
officers on the highways during busy weekends. It is the opinion 
of this department, that we should have an officer on duty week- 
ends from the July 4th weekend through the Labor Day weekend. 

You will notice that in our 1967 budget, we are asking for an 
increase of $200.00 over last year’s budget. We would like to have 
the Chief’s salary added to the Police budget instead of being 
entered as Town Officers salaries. This would bring our budget 
to $850.00 an increase of $200.00 We feel this is needed to properly 
carry out police work in the Town of Milan. 

1966 closed out with 203 calls and 5 court cases. 


We again thank the citizens of the Town of Milan for the 
cooperation given us in the past.

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Report of Superintendent 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 
FOREWORD 


Your School Board recommends that the sum of $79,280.37 be 
raised and appropriated for support of schools. This amount re- 
presents an increase of $9,920.86 over the present budget. Items 
increased include tuition, teacher salaries, transportation, and re- 
tirement. Also requested is a district appropriation for school 
lunch. 


Warrant 
The District will act on two warrants. One calls for ballot 
voting for school officials at the town meeting. The other is for 
district affairs. This warrant contains articles that deserve special 
comment. 


Article 4 relating to Public Law 89-10. At the present time 
the District receives no funds under this legislation. How- 
ever we may receive some in the school year 1967-68. 


Article 5 relating to arrears tuition account. The original 
sum of $22,375.67 has been reduced by $9,157.25 to an a- 
mount due of $13,218.42. This has been accomplished over 
a two year period. If we keep to our schedule this can be 
closed within the next three years. 


Article 6 relates to Article 5. 


Article 7 relating to School Lunch. It would appear that to 
remain in operation during 1967-68 the program will need 
financial assistance. The amount of $750.00 is requested 
for salaries. 


Article 8 relating to transportation. The School Board has 
conducted a study of transportation. We recommend con- 
tinuance of the present system for an additional three 
years.

Your School Board conducted and explored several transpor- 
tation studies. These included a contract with Berlin, bus rental, 
bus purchase, bus purchase and partial contract, and continuance 
of the present system. 

We recommend continuance of the present system. Several 
factors motivate this decision.

2. We feel that the heating and tuition accounts should be 
paid before the District assumes any other financial obli- 
gations.

At the Well Child Conference 11 children received physical 
examination and 17 immunizations were administered. 


Eighty-three individuals participated in the Heaf testing pro- 
gram for the detection of tuberculosis. 


Three children attended the Crippled Children’s Clinics, and 
twenty-three preschool children attended a Measles Clinic. 


There is a crucial need at this time, for communities to devel- 
op an over-all plan that will insure continuity of nursing service 
from the hospital to the home, or from the home to the hospital. 


Nursing is one of the essential services in any community 
health plan or program. 


The citizens in any community or area, have a direct respon- 
sibility, therefore, to make sure that needed continued nursing 
care is provided for men, women and children as they move to 
any place where care may be given. 


Each community needs to develop or improve a community 
centered or area centered plan, which will enable its citizens to 
have better and more complete nursing care available to them and 
their families when needed. 
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How many of your citizens who should be receiving benefits 
from the Medicare Program are unable to do so because you do 
not have a community centered or area centered plan to meet 
their needs? 


Now, is the time for action by all citizens of your community. 


It is always a pleasure to serve the Citizens of Milan, and I 
extend my gratitude to them for their cooperation during the past 
year.
